The Short-Faced Tumbler has a very quaint appearance, 
and possesses quite a characteristic carriage of its own. 
The head with its tiny beak is also most unique. On 
account of this smallness of beak it cannot rear its own 
young, so fanciers of this variety keep another breed of 
pigeons (often Magpie Pigeons) as feeders, who hatch and 
bring up the young Tumblers. 
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
